The supervisor is this year 
seeking re-election and 
among his strongest boost­ 
ers an Tomnce Mayor Al­ 
bert Isen and Carson dty of­ 
ficials.

Following is a recap of 
just a few of the important 
improvements provided for

Torrance under Supervisor 
Hahn's leadership:

• As chairman of courts 
for the county Board of Su­ 
pervisors, Hahn helped dedi- 
cate and open the new Tor- 
rance-South Bay Courthouse 
in 1967 to serve the entire 
area.

• He allocated $42,000 to 
the city of Torrance to im­ 
prove Crenshaw Boulevard 
from Del Amo Boulevard to 
Maricopa Street. The funds 
will be available in July, 
1968.

• Allocated $7,500 to as­ 
sist Torrance improve the 
intersection of Newton and 
Park streets.

• $10,000 allocated to as­ 
sist the city of Torrance 
maintain its street* in fiscal 
1M7-68. The same amount 
was allocated in 1066-67.

• Provided $50,000 in 
county funds, to improve Del 
Amo Boulevard between 
Hawthorne Boulevard and 
Anra Avenue in May, 1965.

• Provided $74,325 for the 
maintenance and improve­ 
ment of 26 major streets 
within the city of Torrance 
in September, 1963.

• $160,000 provid «d to 
Torrance to improve Re- 
dondo Beach Boulevard be­ 
tween Hawthorne Boulevard

and Gramercy Place in July, 
1163.
'• Alocated $35,000 to as­ 

sist Torrance improve 100th 
Street in July, 1968.

e Provided $16,000 to 
Torraace to construct pedes­ 
trian overpass at 117th 
Street said Crenshaw Boule­ 
vard in October, 1062, for 
greater safety.

e Hahn provided $7,880 to 
Torrance to improve Cren­ 
shaw Boulevard between 
176th and 177th streets in 
December, 1960.

• Traffic signals were in­ 
stalled at Redondo Beach 
Boulevard and Ainsworth

Avenue in August, 1966, in 
a joint Torrance-county proj­ 
ect. Included was highway 
safety lighting.

Major accomplishments in 
the Carson area under 
Hahn' leadership Include:

• 192nd Street has been 
opened, providing a four- 
lane, fully curbed highway 
between Main Street and 
Avalon Boulevard to provide 
access to Victoria Park.

• Broadway is being wid­ 
ened to four lanes between 
Walnut Street and Victoria 
Street.

• Victoria Street was im­ 
proved snd widened to four

lanes with full curbing be­ 
tween Figueroa and Main
fltr66l$ Sflfl ft MKuOn Cn
Broadway and 190th Street 
was improved.

e Vermont Avenue was 
improved from Artesia Boul­ 
evard to 182nd Street. A 
section of Vermont near 
Carson Street was improved 
and traffic signals were in­ 
stalled at the Harbor Free­ 
way off-ramp and at Carson 
and Normindie and Ver­ 
mont intersections signals 
were upgraded.

• Torrance Boulevard be­
